Ir is, therefire, eeiisidercd uiitbrtnnate, and not cal- 
cnla'ed to albiv tlie ap]rL'ehensiOiis of a ]tatriotic pcopke jealous of tiicir riyhls 
and watclifu! of their s(n’va.nis, that the Rresident of tlic Ihdted Statv.:s should 
Iiave tl] 0 !!!.rht it fiisdnly to (cmvene (lomrrcss at a time not only unnsual, but 
within less tlaiu idnety days after tise adjoniaimimt of that body ; and at an 
cfxpensty not to ho bahdy eshmaled. in these times, without stating clearly 
and distincdv Ins reasons lor doinn so, in order Thai a generons and confivling 
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nuions upon, subjtals of vital importance are known to be at war witli the 
iafhts and interests of the Southern peojile, the jirineiples of democratic repnb- 
icaii yov<mnmeiit, and the true theory of the Constiiutiom Whatever eoio- 
'ing or complexion may be put upon it now, history, stern iiillexibie history^s 



faUliful (0 its oifice, which is to niak(3 an iinperishal)]e record of the conduel 
and actions of public men, will not fail to pronounce impartial judgment on
